WIGGINS' 
PREDICTIONS. 


Peculiar Condition of flic J'lanotary Ilodles 


—A Tr«meiulou» .Storm Porrtuld. 


E. Stono Wiggins, of Canada, is 


making some very interesting predic- 
tions regarding the temperature, etc., 
next year. 
Tho following appears in 


the Detroit Fr<:e Press : 


In a recent issue of your journal you 


say I have predicted that next winter 
will be unusually mild. 
This is news 


to me. With the great planets, Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus and Neptune, all so 
near their pcrihilion, a mild winter for 
1880 is an absolute impossibility. 
In 


fact tho extremely cold weather now 
prevailing in the Southern Hemisphere 
teaches a lesson of an opposite signili- 
catiou. 
Unusual proximity 
of 
the 


neighboring planets to our earth in- 
variably meajis cold. 
When our moon 


is in perigee, and especially at the time 
of her conjunction, the "temperature 
falls and this is increased when o«r 
second satellite has a similar relative 
position. 
The old theory that the 


nearer a planet is to the sun the hotter 
it ia is absurd! The opposite is the 
fact—the colder it is! 
All planets 


must increase in dize and attractive 
pcwer, either by meteors falling to 
their surface or by the increase in the 
number 
of 
their satellites, 
which 


must moan that they are gradually 
receding from tho sun. Our earth 
is much further from thesolarorb now 
than sho was at the glacial ago. or 
when our visible satellite first appeared 
in the Silurian eras, and Saturn is much 
more distant than when he carried but 
» single moon in liis then smaller race- 
course aroimd the sun. Then as the 
four great planets just mentioned are 
so near to us their attraction forces 
pur^satellites nearer our primary, thus 
increasing the attraction on our earth's 
surface, aad as a result densifying our 
atmosphere. 
It was for this reason I 


predicted in the New York l-nsura&ct 
Times that tbe winters act! summers <* 
1884 and 188f> would be remarkable lor 
their coldness, for the depth of snow tn. 
winter aud the rainfall in summer, tftad 
how exactly this prediction has been 
fiillilled 
1 
As tlie same conditions will, 


to a certain degree, exist, ,t ib impossible 


that the winter of 1886 can be other- 
wise than cold and stormy. This un- 
usual atmospheric density is tho pri- 
mary cause of the cholera in Eurppe; 
for those noxious gases, consisting of 
the poisonous compounds of carbon, 
are more quickly generated, and rise 
to a higher atmospheric level than us- 
ual, 
especially in low countries and in 


cities badly drained and ventilated. 


I have made no predictions as to 


storms or temperature excepting tho 
following storms which I published in 
the New York Herald 
on May 10 


1884, viz.: 
September 
2!> 
and 
30 


1880; March 26-29, 1887, and 
Sep 


tembcr 19, 1887.

be tho greatest storm at Halifax, Quo 
bee and Boston that will occur for tho 
remainder of tho century.

as the Saxby storm, which -was at 
tended by a tidal wave and committei 
such sad'havoc on the Eastern coast o 
North America.
